Cabinet m aking occupies the a tte n ­ 


tion of the 
new spapers 
now, 
and, 
naturally, for the success or failure 
of many presidents has been brought 
shout bv th e weak or strong points 
cf his advisers. Originally the cabi­ 
n et m inisters w ere principally heads 
cf departm ents, 
practically foremen 
cf the big governm ent shop. Lincoln 
appointed some of his leading rivals 
and often used to say th a t lie had 
very little influence with his adm in­ 
istration.

presid en t’s views w ere being faith­ 
fully precented. 
Mr. Taft, on the
